Castilla,  in  Valladolid,  Spain.  Students  studying  Spanish  4,  5 or  6 are  eligible  to  participate  in  this  program.  In  the  f|: 
Enfield  High  School  families  hosted  21  Spanish  students  and  their  two  teachers  for  three  weeks.  These  guest  studel 
attended  fi\e  classes  and  in  the  afternoons  went  on  short  excursions  (like  Deerfield,  Sturbridge,  Norman  Rockwell  muse! 
and  the  governor's  mansion)  or  participated  in  cultural  workshops  given  by  EHS  teachers.  On  Saturdays  they  traveled^ 
Boston,  Mystic  Seaport,  and  with  a Project  Oceanology  class  at  UCONN,  Avery  Point.
